SUBJECT : Memorandum of Understanding on the 

Provision of Military Operational 
Information for the Production of a 
National Intelligence Situation Report 


1. Attached is the revised Memorandum of Understanding 
which includes changes to paragraph 2 based on comments in 
your memorandum of 22 November. Also attached is a copy 
of my memorandum to you of 1 December which provides the 
rationale for our wording in paragraph 2. 


2. Since so much time has passed and some of the players 
have changed, I would appreciate your finding out whether the 
Secretary of Defense and the Chairman, Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
would be willing to sign the Memorandum of Understanding as 
it is currently drafted. I will be exploring this same 
question through channels here. 


3. If I receive an affirmative answer from you, I will 
propose that the DCI forward the Memorandum of Understanding 
for signature. Once signed, we will be in a position to for- 
ward the National Intelligence Situation Report procedures to 
the principals of the National Foreign Intellig ence Board (NFIB] 
for concurrence.

In consideration of these requirements and conditions, 
the Secretary of Defense, the Chairman of the Joint. Chiefs of 
Staff, and the Director' of Central Intelligence agree as 
follows: 

1. That the Joint Chiefs of Staff will provide to 
the National Intelligence Situation Report Task Force all 
relevant information related to ongoing movements and 
operations of U.S. military forces and approved plans for 
future movements and operations. This information is to be 
provided with the understanding that, unless specifically 
precluded by the Joint Chiefs of Staff, it may be included 
in the National Intelligence Situation Report for the 
President and other senior Government officials and that it 
may also be disseminated as necessary within the Intelligence 
Community. 


2. That the Joint Chiefs of Staff will inform the 
Director of Central'. Intelligence' of all relevant information 
concerning U.S. military plans, movements, and operations 
which are under consideration , but which have not been 
approved. Such information will not be disseminated to 
National Intelligence Situation Report Task Forces.
